Gilfoy 
School 
Accredited 


The Gilfoy School of Nursing of Mis- 
sissippi Baptist Hospital has been 
cranted full accreditation. 

“This is an honor,"’ said hospital 
administrator Paul J. Pryor, ‘which 
brings credit to all associated with 
this outstanding educational facility. 

“We are especially proud of the di- 
rector of the school, Mrs. Mary Holy- 
field, who has established a solid 
record as a top-rate educator." 

The accrediation is given to quali- 
fied schools by the National League 
for Nursing, following an inspection 
of the school by an accreditation 
team. » 

The school which must first have 
state approval before it can apply for 
ecereditation, also must submit a 
self-evaluation report. 

The school was established in 1911 
and has graduated over 1300 nurses 
through its three - year diploma pro- 
gram over the intervening 58 years. 

“This accreditation cannot be ach- 
jeved by a faculty group alone," said 
Mrs. Holyfield. ‘The enthusiastic sup- 
port of the hospital administration, 
the cooperation of the hospital's nur- 
sing service and other departments, 
and the support of the student body— 
all have been essential elements in 
this successful endeavor.” 

Mrs. Holyfield said the National 
League for Nursing “is recognized 
as the national accreditating agency 
for nursing education ‘by the nursing 
profession, by the National Commis- 
sion on accrediting agencies, and by 
HEW." 

She said national accreditation ‘‘is 
accepted as one means of improving 
educational programs in nursing, ‘to 
the end that better nursing service 
will be available."’ 

The request for an accreditation 
visit was made by the Gilfoy faculty 
in November of 1967. The school was 
notified in March of 1968 that it would 
te scheduled for an accreditation re- 
view in January of 1969. The school 
made its comprehensive self - evalu- 
ation study during 1968.

NASHVILLE (BP) — Baptist lay- 
men from nine different nation - wide 
Baptist conventions were ‘challenged 
here to become deeply involved , in 
evangelistic witnessing and in service 
and ministry to their fellow man, re- 
eEardless of race. 

The occasion was the Baptist Men's 
Congress on Evangelism and Lay In- 
volvement. The historic meeting 
rarked the first time that Baptist 
laymen from nine white and Negro 
Baptist conventions had met together 
te share concerns. 

The challenge came from nearly 
three - dozen speakers who addressed 
the Independence Day weekend con- 
gress; but more especially, it came 
from Owen Cooper of Yazoo City, 
Miss., who envisioned and program - 
med the meeting. \ 

In his closing address to the lay- 
men gathered for the sessions at two 
public auditoriums here, Cooper urg- 
ed the Baptist men ‘‘to go ‘out into 
the world as witnesses, prcclaimers, 
evangelists, and to commit ourselves 
anew to involvement in ministry to 
our fellow man.” 

“I.am convinced,” said the presi- 
dent of the Mississippi and Costal 
Chemical Corp., “that the next great 
upsurge of Christianity awaits the 
commitment and involvement of lay- 
men in this kind of ministry.”

iented.

Most people associate the term, “Sunday 
school,’ with ine Sunday morning program of Bi- 
ble study. That is Sunday school, of course. In ad- 
dition, the state Sunday school department promotes 
Bible study during the week, through kindergartens, 
weekday Bible study, and fellowship Bible classes 
or home Bible classes. The latter reaches people 
who might not ordinarily be reached through the 
church. 

Sunday School Department personnel serve as 
church building consultants. As such, they act as 
a liaison between the local church and the Church 
Architecture Department of the Sunday School 
Board. Sunday School Department personnel are 
always willing to advise and consult with local 
churches that desire this aid — on space, equip- 
ment, property, remodeling, new buildings (educa- 
tion and other types,) possible relocations, or pas- 
tors’ homes. These staff members will provide sug- 
gested floor plans; if desired, and will give advice 
to Church’ Planning Committees on such questions 
as: what are the needs of the church program as 
a whole? how many buildings are needed? what 
particular space needs should be met?

Methods of Study 

One can study the Bible by 
books, by Smaroaiert, Oy subj- 
ects, by doctrines, in nu- 
merous other ways. Perhaps the 
first knowledge which Christians 
should seek is simply to find out 
what the Bible is saying. This 
means that we must read it. Dr. 
James M. Gray, for many 
years president of Moody Bible 
Institute, once wrote a book on 
“How To Master the English 
Bible.’"”. His method was to read 
a book of the Bible over and over 
several times. He says that by 
the time one has read the same 
book six or seven times, straight 
through just as he reads any 
other book, he will begin to 
comprehend what the writer was 
trying to say. When one book has 
been thus understood, the stu- 
dent may want to go back and 
make a more careful study of 
doctrines, truths, characters, etc. 
In this way, a book at a time, the 
reader will come to a working 
knowledge of his Bible. A good 
concordance, a commentary, and 
a reference Bible will be help - 
ful in this. Of course, careful stu- 
dy will call for reading other ma- 
terials, too, for such study will 
bring hunger for such further 
study.

The Lesson Explained 
Jacob At Bethel (28:10-14) 


When Jacob set out from Beersheba 
to go to Haran, he doubtless felt in- 
secure and fearful, perhaps to some 
degree guilty for the way he had ob- 
tained the birthright blessing from 
Isaac. Now God. spoke to Jacob 
through a dream. The important as- 
pect of the dream was God's initia- 
tive in identifying himself to . Jacob 
as the God of Abraham and the God 
of Isaac, and God's declaring to Ja- 
cob that the convenant made with 
Abraham and Isaac would apply also 
to Jacob and his descendants. Here 
. Jagob became aware of God not simp- 
ly as the family God but as his own 
God. Jacob discovered that he was 
accountable to God. 


A New Name (35:9-12)

After some years in Haran, during 


which Jacob gained a family and 
large possessions, God called him to 
return to the land of his fathers. 
Learning that Esau was coming to 
meet him with four hundred men, Ja- 
cob took every precaution to appease 
Esau's anger, when they should meet. 
Still Jacob needed to learn more of 
God's purpose for him. God wrestled 
with Jacob until he brought him to 
the point of willing submission and 
spiritual commitment. This was a 
turning point in his life. Following re- 
conciliation with Esau, Jacob return- 
ed to Shechem. But Jacob needed to 
return all the way to Bethel in ful- 
filment of his vow of dedication to 
God. And there God appeared to Ja- 
cob again to confirm his new name 


Jacob was now a new man‘with a new 
name.
